WATER  SUPPLY 

The  following  notes  are  kindly  supplied  by  the  Council’s  Water 
Engineer,  Mr.  W.  J.  Wonnacott,  M.I.C.E.,  M.I.W.E.  : — 

The  toal  amount  of  treated  water  delivered  into  supply  during 
1959  was  652,399,000  gallons,  together  with  free  supplies  amount¬ 
ing  to  1,900,000  gallons.  The  total  amount  of  water  used  for  all 
purposes  was  694,123,000  gallons.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that 
during  the  year  full  water  supplies  were  maintained  during  the 
exceptionally  dry  summer  except  for  the  period  between  6th  October 
and  30th  November,  1959,  when  supplies  were  curtailed. 

The  River  Otter  supply  yielded  344,203,000  gallons  during  the 
year  and  this  represents  52.75  per  cent  of  the  water  available  from 
all  sources.  The  total  rainfall  recorded  at  Leigh  Reservoir  on 
the  Blackdowns  was  43.42  inches,  while  the  rainfall  at  Clatworthy 
(White’s  Farm)  was  50.50  inches. 

On  the  8th  December,  1959,  the  Chairman  of  the  Water  Com¬ 
mittee  closed  the  scour  valve  at  the  new  Clatworthy  Reservoir  to 
commence  the  impounding  of  water  in  the  Reservoir,  and  by 
December  31st,  1959  ,  200,000,000  gallons  of  water  had  been  im¬ 
pounded  . 
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The  Maundown  Filter  Station  will  not  be  completed  until  the 
end  of  1960,  and  in  order  to  make  some  water  available  for  supply 
during  the  summer  of  1960  the  Corporation  are  installing  a  tem¬ 
porary  filter  plant  to  filter  approximately  500,000  gallons  of  water 
a  day,  which  will  be  available  to  the  consumers  who  will  be  supplied 
from  this  source.

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  E.  R. 
Tyzack,  Esq.,  M.B.E.,  A.M.I.C.E.,  M.I.Mun.E.,  A.R.I.C.S.,  for 
the  following  report  on  the  new  sewage  disposal  works  at  Ham. 

The  Corporation’s  sewage  disposal  works,  which  is  situated  at 
Ham,  was  opened  in  June,  1957,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £825,000 
including  trunk  sewer.  After  an  initial  settling  down  period,  it  is 
now  functioning  satisfactorily  and  producing  an  effluent  well  within 
prescribed  requirements. 

The  plant  serves  the  whole  of  the  Borough  together  with 
isolated  properties  in  the  adjoining  Rural  District.  In  addition, 
work  is  in  hand  to  connect  the  villages  of  Creech  St.  Michael, 
Ruishton  and  Trull  into  the  Borough  sewerage  system  so  that  an 
increasing  population  may  be  served. 

The  total  flow  of  the  sewage  disposal  work  in  1959  was 

1518.21  million  gallons,  giving  an  average  daily  flow  of  4.16 

million  gallons  (m.g.d.).  The  daily  flow  varied  from  2.53  m.g.d. 

on  19th  July  to  16.28  m.g.d.  on  8th  December.  The  design 

dry  weather  flow  (d.w.f.)  for  the  plant  is  2.75  m.g.d.  and  the  plant 
is  capable  of  treating  3  d.w.f.  on  a  partial  recirculation  system,  the 
remainder  receiving  primary  settlement  treatment  only  in  the  storm 
tanks. 
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Although  a  large  proportion  of  the  Borough  sewers  are  com¬ 
bined  sewers  taking  both  foul  sewage  and  stormwater,  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  appreciates  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  sewage  flowing  to 
the  plant  is  ground  water  infiltrating  into  the  sewers,  and  the  plant 
is  so  designed  and  installed  complete  that  as  the  population  rises 
over  the  years,  by  reducing  the  infiltration,  it  will  cope  with  the 
increased  foul  sewage  without  major  extension.  On  a  purely 
theoretical  basis,  with  a  daily  water  consumption  of  38  gallons  per 
head  giving  for  a  population  of  37,000  a  theoretical  d.w.f.  of  1.41 
m.g.d.,  the  difference  between  the  figure  and  the  minimum  re¬ 
corded  daily  flow  to  the  works  of  2.53  m.g.d.,  could  well  be  a 
measure  of  the  infiltration. 

Basically,  the  efficiency  of  a  sewage  disposal  works  is  measured 
by  the  quality  of  the  effluent  it  produces.  The  effluent  from  the 
works  is  piped  into  the  River  Tone. 

It  is  essential,  if  fish  and  plant  life  is  to  be  maintained  in  the 
river,  that  a  satisfactory  effluent  be  provided.  The  quality  of  the 
effluent  is  judged  mainly  by  the  amount  of  oxygen  that  it  takes  up 
in  mixing  with  the  river  water.  This  oxygen  has  to  be  taken  from 
that  dissolved  in  the  river  water  and  the  Biochemical  Oxygen 
Demand,  which  is  a  direct  measure  of  the  amount  and  rate  at  which 
oxygen  is  required  to  complete  the  purification  of  the  effluent  is  the 
best  indication  of  the  quality  of  the  effluent. 

The  effluent  from  the  works  has  a  fairly  constant  B.O.D.  of 
10  parts  per  million.  At  times  of  minimum  dilution,  when  the 
river  level  is  very  low  as  in  a  hot,  dry  summer,  the  B.O.D.  figure 
should  not  exceed  15  parts  per  million. 

Apart  from  effluent  the  plant  produces  2,000  tons  (dependent 
upon  moisture  content)  of  very  innocuous  sludge  per  year.  This 
sludge  has  considerable  manurial  value,  particularly  for  vegetables 
in  the  brassica  family  and  as  a  top  dressing  to  grass  land  and 
orchards.  It  is  available  free  to  anyone,  from  the  works,  upon 
request.

In  view  of  occasional  criticism  that  Council  houses  are  designed 
to  suit  the  architect  rather  than  the  tenant  the  following  contribu¬ 
tion  by  the  Borough  Architect,  C.  Bacon,  Esq.,  F.R.I.B.A., 
A. I. Struct. E.,  indicates  very  clearly  how  much  thought  is  in  fact 
devoted  to  achieving  a  high  functional  value  in  the  modern  Council 
house. 

Design  for  Municipal  Housing 

The  essence  of  good  architectural  design  for  housing  is  based 
upon  the  most  efficient  planning  of  the  whole  living  unit,  as  is  best 
suited  to  the  individual  requirement  together  with  an  aesthetic 
appreciation  of  the  finished  building  in  relation  to  its  neighbour. 
In  an  endeavour  to  attain  this  end  the  Minister  of  Health  in  1944 
appointed  the  Central  Advisory  Sub-Committee  on  Housing  Stan¬ 
dards.  This  Committee  collects  evidence  throughout  the  country 
from  Local  Authorities  and  women’s  organisations  by  question¬ 
naire  and  answer  and  periodically  issues  booklets  based  on  these 
findings  for  the  guidance  of  Architects  and  others  engaged  on  this 
work. 
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Taunton  Corporation  has  endeavoured  at  all  times  to  provide 
well  planned  and  reasonably  equipped  houses  for  the  residents  of 
the  town;  at  the  same  time  bearing  in  mind  that  ultimate  building 
costs  of  necessity  must  be  reflected  in  the  weekly  rent. 

In  planning  the  present-day  house  every  endeavour  is  made 
to  fully  utilise  all  floor  space  efficiently  and  economically  with  con¬ 
sideration  of  ease  of  service.  Consequently  the  living  rooms  are 
designed  to  ensure  efficient  heating  during  the  winter  months, 
dining  spaces  are  adjacent  to  the  kitchen,  while  the  kitchen  itself 
is  planned  on  labour-saving  lines.  Whenever  possible  a  small  hall 
is  provided  for  easy  circulation  within  the  house.  Kitchens  are 
equipped  with  cupboards  and  worktop  accommodation  at  one  level 
and  alternative  means  of  cooking  and  heating  are  provided  by  gas 
or  electricity.  Facilities  are  provided  for  gas  or  electric  refrigera¬ 
tors  to  be  installed  at  the  tenant’s  request. 

All  bathrooms  are  equipped  with  the  most  modem  all-white, 
labour-saving  sanitary  fittings  with  service  pipes  encased  to  avoid 
the  collection  of  dirt,  and  in  houses  exceeding  two  bedrooms  the 
toilet  is  in  a  separate  compartment. 

The  bedrooms  are  designed  to  standards  laid  down  by  the 
Ministry  of  Housing,  and  wherever  possible  built-in  clothes  cup¬ 
board  are  planned  for  the  smallest  of  these  rooms,  it  being  appre¬ 
ciated  that  the  set  piece  suite  of  furniture  is  still  popular  with  the 
general  public  for  the  larger  bedrooms. 

Every  care  is  taken  to  design  fittings  and  equipment  to  remove 
danger  from  home  accidents.  Work-tops  are  at  a  fixed  level  for 
ease  of  moving  cooking  utensils.  Electric  power  point  outlets  are 
so  placed  to  obviate  the  use  of  long  flexes.  Cupboards  are  easily 
accessible  off  the  floor  while  staircases  have  adequate  treads  and 
handrails.  Fireplaces  are  provided  with  all  night  burning  frets 
which  can  be  turned  up  when  a  dwelling  is  temporarily  vacated, 
while  facilities  are  available  for  tenants  to  have  fireguards  fitted  at 
their  discretion. 

In  planning  the  general  layout  it  is  the  endeavour  of  the  archi¬ 
tect  to  provide  visual  amenities  and  cpen  space  for  the  ultimate 
pleasure  of  future  tenants  while  at  the  same  time  ensuring  that 
easy  access  is  gained  to  each  dwelling  without  undue  use  of  steps 
where  site  levels  render  this  inevitable. 

Adequate  provision  of  garage  accommodation  for  cars  is 
planned  on  all  future  estates,  mainly  arranged  in  groups  as  by  this 
method  economic  rents  can  be  charged  for  this  service  without  any 
costs  falling  upon  tenants  who  have  no  call  for  this  facility.

These  figures  are  an  improvement  on  those  of  previous  years, 
but  the  arguments  previously  stated,  in  support  of  preserving  exist¬ 
ing  houses  in  the  centre  of  the  town  rather  than  building  new  ones 
on  the  periphery,  gain  force  with  each  succeeding  year. 
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HEALTH  SERVICES 

Administered  in  Taunton  M.B.  by  the  Somerset  County  Council 
Ante-Natal  Clinic 

The  blood  test  clinic  for  ante-natal  cases  is  now  held  on  the 
first  and  third  Mondays  in  each  month. 

At  these  clinics  a  few  ante-natal  cases  who  have  not  booked 
a  doctor  to  attend  them  are  also  seen. 

On  the  second  and  fourth  Mondays  in  each  month  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  Midwife  of  the  Taunton  District  Nursing  Association  and 
her  staff  see  the  district  ante-natal  cases. 

Patients  booked  for  the  Canon  Street  Maternity  Home  are  now 
seen  at  the  Home. 

Mothercraft  Classes 

These  are  held  in  the  Health  Centre  at  6.30  p.m.  on  alter¬ 
nate  Monday  evenings  and  remain  very  popular. 

Classes  for  relaxation  exercises  and  talks  by  a  doctor,  a  health 
visitor  or  a  midwife  are  given  each  time. 

There  is  an  average  attendance  of  32 — slightly  higher  during 
the  winter  months. 

The  numbers  attending  have  so  increased  that  it  has  become 
necessary  to  divide  into  two  groups,  the  talks  being  given  to  each 
group  in  turn  while  the  other  group  is  having  relaxation  exercises. 

At  the  end  of  the  series  of  classes  an  “any  questions’’  forum 
is  sometimes  held,  in  which  the  midwives  and  health  visitors  take 
part.  Films  on  subjects  such  as  “bathing  the  baby’’  are  also 
popular. 

Premature  Baby  Service 

In  addition  to  the  arrangements  for  the  care  of  full-time 
children  a  special  service  is  provided  for  premature  infants.  If  there 
is  a  risk  that  a  child  will  be  born  after  less  than  37  or  38  weeks’ 
gestation  arrangements  are  made  for  the  admission  of  the  expectant 
mother  to  Musgrove  Park  Hospital,  where  special  facilities  are  avail¬ 
able  and  special  equipment  is  provided  where  necessary. 

On  the  birth  of  a  child  it  is  visited  at  home,  with  the  co-opera¬ 
tion  of  the  Health  Visitors,  by  Assistant  Nursing  Officers  with  special 
training  for  this  work. 
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During  1959,  27  premature  infants  were  bom  in  hospitals  of 
whom  five  died;  six  were  bom  at  home,  of  whom  one  was  removed 
to  hospital.  All  survived.

Infant  Welfare  Centres

Tower  Lane,  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday  afternoons. 

All  Saints’  Church  Hall,  Halcon,  on  Wednesday  after¬ 
noons. 

St.  Peter’s  Church  Hall,  Priorswood,  on  Friday  after¬ 
noons. 

During  1959  the  attendances  of  infants  at  these  centres  totalled 
7,324  including  437  new  cases.

Milk  Supply 

There  are  13  registered  dairies  and  23  registered  distributors  of 
milk  operating  within  the  Borough.  Three  of  the  distributors 
operate  from  premises  outside  the  Borough.  Sixteen  of  the  local 
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distributors  hold  licences  to  sell  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk,  twenty-one 
hold  licences  to  sell  Pasteurised  Milk  and  five  hold  licences  to  sell 
Sterilised  Milk,  whilst  two  of  the  distributors  from  outside  the 
Borough  hold  supplementary  licences  to  sell  Tuberculin  Tested 
Milk,  three  for  Pasteurised  Milk,  and  one  for  Sterilised  Milk. 

There  are  two  milk  pasteurising  plants  operating  within  the 
Borough,  but  these  are  controlled  by  the  Somerset  County  Council. 

Sampling  of  Milk  sold  under  Special  Designations 

During  the  year  61  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk, 
4  samples  of  Pasteurised  milk,  62  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested 
(Pasteurised)  Milk  and  12  samples  of  Sterilised  Milk  being  sold 
within  the  Borough  were  submitted  to  the  Bacteriologist  for  exam¬ 
ination.  Of  these  41  of  the  Tuberculin  Tested  samples  and  all  the 
Pasteurised,  Tuberculin  Tested  (Pasteurised)  and  sterilised  samples 
were  reported  as  being  satisfactory.  Twenty  samples  of  Tuberculin 
Tested  Milk  were  reported  as  being  unsatisfactory.  All  unsatisfac- 
toy  reports  are  referred  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
for  investigation.

During  the  year  one  prosecution  was  taken  against  a  butcher 
for  selling  unsound  eggs.  The  case  was  proved  and  a  fine  of  10/- 
was  imposed. 

In  connection  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  over  550 
routine  visits  and  inspections  were  made  to  all  tvpes  of  food 
premises;  and  a  generally  high  standard  of  hygiene  was  found. 

In  seven  premises  works  of  major  reconstruction  were  under¬ 
taken,  and  in  each  instance  the  occupiers  were  advised  as  to  the 
best  methods  of  meeting  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations.  Most 
firms  are  regularly  undertaking  redecoration  of  their  premises  on 
their  own  initiative;  and  very  rarely  has  it  been  found  necessary  to 
enforce  such  work.
